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I. HAT no water, aſhes, filth, or other nuiſance, be thrown at any time from doors, windows, or 
ſtairs ; nor any carpets or floor-cloths ſhaked from a window. |

II. That all nuiſances be laid out only in the morning before ſeven o'clock, from iſt March to 1ſt September, 
and before eight o'clock, during the other half of the year ; and carpets ſhaked or dufted before eight | o'clock 
in the morning, throughout the whole year. . 


III. That nuiſances ſhall not, upon any pretence, be laid out on Sunday. 


IV. That the poſſeſſor of cach houſe ſhall ſweeg and preſerve from all nuiſances, the common ſtair immediate- 
ly below, and leading to ſuch houſe, at leaſt twice every week; and when any ſtorey or lodging is void, the poſ- 


ſeſlor of the ſtorey above ſhall be bound in the fame manner as the poſſeſſor of ſuch void ſtorey would be as a- 
foreſaid,. ? 


V. That no chaff be emptied or laid upon the ſtreet ; but every perſon having chaff-beds to empty, are to in- 
form the ſcavenger of the bounds, who is hereby commanded, without delay, to carry and empty the ſame into 
the bottom of the dung cart of the bounds. | 


VI. That no aſhes be riddled upon the ſtreet ; and the riddles of thoſe offending are hereby declared confiſcated, 


for which purpoſe the town-officers, town- guard ſoldiers, porters, and ſcavengers are impowered and required 
to ſeize all riddles. 


VII. Thar no ſpouts of any kind, for conveying water and other nuiſances from houſes on the outſide of the 
walls, ſhall be kept or uſed, under the penalty of Ten Shillings Sterling, payable by the poſſeſſor, beſide the ex- 
pence of proceſs, and of demoliſhing the ſpout. 1 


VIII. All dung, bark, and timber, (private property,) laid upon tlie ſtreet, ſhall, under the penalty of Ten 
Shillings Sterling, be carried off immediately, or at leaſt within three hours after laid out, otherways, and be- 
{ide the penalty, the ſame is hereby declared confiſcated; and the tackſman of the bounds where it is laid, is au- 
thoriſed and required to carry it away as other nuiſances ; wherein if he fail, the Magiſtrates ſhall be at liberty 
to diſpoſe of it; and if allowed to lie upon the ſtreet for one night, the perſon from whoſe poſſeſſion it has been 
brought ſhall be liable in a further penalty of Ten Shillings Sterlings oe eo on omen edn 


IX. That no rubbiſh, earth, ſtones, caſks, packing-boxes, or other obſtructions, be left upon the ſtreets, or any 
of the avenues to the city, under the penalty of 'Ten Shillings Sterling. 


X. That maſons ſhall not hew or dreſs ſtones upon the ſtreet, without a permiſſion from the Magiſtrates in 
writing; and all rubbiſh or earth dug out of the foundations or areas of buildings, ſhall be carried off the ſtreet 
the ſame day it is laid out, under the like penalty of Ten Shillings Sterling. 


XI. Thar in this act, the word une“ comprehends dung, filth, herbs, greens, roots, aſhes, duſt, ſtraw, chaff, 
bark, rubbiſh, and water; and the word cet comprehends all ſtreets, cloſes, wynds, courts, ſquares, vennels, and 
areas, within the city and liberties. 


XII. Tnat for every treſpaſs againſt any of the foregoing regulations, whereto no particular penalty is an- 
nexed, the penalty for the firſt offence ſhall be 2 s. for the ſecond offence 5 s. and for the third offence Ten Shillings, 
bmndes. twenty-four hours confinement in the tolbooth, or city-guard, of the perſon who actually committed the 


that the foreſaid penalties ſhalf Be chargeable on, and payable by the poſſeſſor of the houſes from whence the nui- 
ſance ſhall have been thrown or brought, as well as the perſon tranſgreſſing. 


XIII. That the one half of all fines or penaltics ſhall belong to the informer, or the perſon proſecuting for 
he ſame. 1 | 


XIV. If any town-officer, town-guard ſoldier, porter, or ſcavenger, ſhall know of any offence committed a- 
ainſt this act, and not report the ſame to the Magiſtrates at the Council-Chamber, within twenry-four hours, 
where a book is to lie for tha&urpole, he ſhall be diſmiſſed the town's ſervice. 


As by experience it is found, that the proſecuting and convicting of Servants, Has not anj ered the inten- 
tion of former regulations upon this ſubject, the procurator-fiſcal is hereby enjoined henceforward to cite the 
poſſeſlors, that is, the maſter or miſtreſs of rhe family; and it is recommended to the Magiſtrates to pro- 
eed with perſeverance and vigour; and ip queſtions betwixt maſters and ſeryants, to ſuſtain the ſervants 
having been guilty of tranſgrelling this act while in their ſervice, as a ſufficight ground for diſmiſſing ſuch
